MATTER how commonplace the problems paper cut- 
ting seems be, there always more than one solution 
get the prescribed results.

The difference apparent alone attitude. How fre- 
quently, commented one binder, “have found others this 
business who accepted their cutters with matter act 
spirit, ranking them practically par with housewife’s 
pots and pans”. long they are kept clean and 
proper working condition, she has complaints. The same 
attitude the binder’s part, inspired perhaps the ma- 
chine’s ability take all that dished out them day-in 
and day-out, has lulled some binders into thinking the 
machine necessary household item rather than pro- 
duction machine from which ever greater benefits can 
derived intelligent selection, placement, 

much the machines’ good production record often 
taken for granted. long the cutter meets the every- 
day requirements, ranging sometimes from cutting nine 
pound onion skin with cockle finish boards, cuts all 
accurately, delivers the right clamp pressure (so 
many many variables—all which demand but 
one answer: Accurate and quick cutting without undue 
trouble, from handling incoming flat sheets, cutting them 
apart and/or square, trimming outgoing pamphlets. 

accommodate this range variable work, cutting ma- 
chine manufacturers have marketed machines built “to take 
it.” Binders expect and get thirty years useful production 
out these machines. Said one observer: They invest 
more than the price, they look after have service firm 
look after the motors, check nuts and bolts, clutch and 
brake periodically, and result get trouble-free service 
for years. Binders concurred that most had either gotten 
expected get fifteen years trouble-free service under 
normal one- and two-shift operation before any major over- 
haul was necessary. Some machines outdistanced these ex- 
pectations many years.. led one binder wonder 
these same cutters have not been over-engineered. 

argued: have three knife-trimmers various 
descriptions and sizes, yet flat cutters vary only basically 
size aid trifles only design. Couldn’t manufacturers bring 
down the prize engineering machines for specific pur- 
poses? Sometimes think that manufacturers are cutting 
their own throats building such good, long-lasting ma- 
chines? answered his own arguments, however, when 
said that there are many variables—paper quality, quan- 
tity, and size cutting requirements alone that unless there 
were some statistical analysis the variabes such design 
would difficult accomplish. 


Charting course for action 


Referring just that problem, the large amount diversi- 
fied work cutting machines can handle, one binder said

them: “They wear you out, before they wear out.” With 
the exception one small bindery, was found that all 
paper cutters were full productive use for the whole shift 
or, where required, two shifts. Just how much work they 
hard compute. Aside from the time sheets, binders 
not keep other statistics work produced cutting 
machines. They can tell you looking skid 8.000 
sheets, 58”, requiring one cut, that will take about 
two hours, but with the variables represented the opera- 
tor’s speed, the paper’s cut-ability, etc., has been difficult 
devise any statistical charts which would true gener- 
ally the industry. 

view what was expressed this survey, such charts 
would rate the cut-ability paper, give some form stand- 
ardization labeling cutting requirements, and measure 
the printer’s co-operation, respect good jogging, for 
instance. would worthwhile project and aid assess- 
ing anticipated production speeds and estimating costs. 
the present time the binder has only his experience 
on, knowing the paper, figuring the cuts, and his 
experience with the printer concerned. Thus when esti- 
mates for paper unknown him its cut-ability, isn’t 
shooting the dark, asked one the binders. Moreover, 
how can actually judge getting day’s work 
out the operator. 

this connection one cutting machine operator. speaking 
printing standards, declared: Printers have switched from 
printing putting ink paper, thus underscoring the lack 
forethought the part printers which makes work 
more difficult, and often more time-consuming for the cutting 
machine operator. Good cutting, said another, originates 
with the printer. this lack forethought the stone 
the press would rated point system, for instance, 
the binder would have some recourse. 

The printer’s effect the bindery can also realized 
terms printing equipment, too. The increase 
offset presses has some binders thinking about larger cutting 
equipment since these offset presses, unlike letterpresses, 
cannot deliver slit sheet. 

Several binders concentrated their fire the offset 
papers where often, one binder said, the top and bottom 
sheets the skid are only “second cousins.” Another esti- 
mated that many offset the top the 
pile, while perfect register the center, will not match 
the rest the skid length width requirements. This 
stretching was particularly lamented another binder who 
singles out two-color offset work suffering the worst varia- 
tion the process. Such papers vegetable parchment are 
afflicted with the same malady, said another. 

Many binders considered clamping prior the cut must 
for stock which spongy, soft, bulky—categories from 
which many book papers cannot escape. Experienced opera- 
tors say they need not take this precaution insure accu- 
racy. Yet drawing the pile, the knife pushing back, 
the tendency the knife “dig” when the paper curls 
up, these variables are all difficult pre-determine. 

One perplexed binder mentioned hopefully that perhaps 
charting the stated variables could point some method 
whereby could determine his operations actually war-

and perhaps tell him, too, what type machine among the 
choice available would fit his needs best. Whether the yet 
publisher PAR data cutting, originating with 
Printing Industry America, Ins., will cover all these 
topics such detail remains seen. However, these 
charts will based actual working experiences. 

The lack scientific analysis extends even safety 
records. B&BP’s search for accident experience paper 
cutters, which would list what type accidents have been 
incurred most often, did not bring immediate results, 
although such charts are extant through State compensation 
records, individual company records, etc. They are not 
readily available however. Government sources were able 
provide detailed booklet accident experience the 
paperbox industries, but such charts seem exist this 
level for the printing and publishing industries. The general 
comment safety, made union representative, indicated 
that the New York area accidents had been the 
increase during the last two years with noted decline tak- 
ing place toward the end this period. statistcs were 
given locally nationally. 

Accident consciousness was good wherever bosses and 
operaotrs were contacted. Particularly those who had ex- 
perience earlier years and can speak severed fingers 
picked off the floor, they know for sure what accidents 
meant and conduct their work properly. 

Among the variables that could not possibly charted 
are. always, the weather conditions. Weather can make 
difference. Gravure stock, was observed, especially sus- 
ceptible static, particularly when cold. Two binderies 
seen had canvas curtains stretched strategic places 
minimize the chance draft. 

Weather can also effect the machine. older machines, 
was said, the leathers stretch under humid climatic con- 
ditions and cause occasional delay develping full power 
for the cut. Newer machines are designed with different 
driving mechanisms that not pose such troubles. Brakes 
may similarly effected weather but never the 
point where they cause trouble. 

With all the variables which characterize cutting prob- 
lems, can readily appreciated, how much experience 
binder needs not only operate, but operate profitably. 


Improvements seen and foreseen 


One binder estimated that for average paper his operator 
could make about 100 cuts per hour medium-sized 
machine. Some thought this high. Using this figure, how- 
ever. combination with the all-inclusive hour cost for 
week, the binder would average cost per cut 
B&BP, August, 37). result the cutter costs the 
binder about $50 operate one shift. Naturally the faster 
the cutter can work the lesser the expense the machine’s 
operation. 

Working faster not the only answer, however, men- 
tioned another. said: “If can make the -cutters work 
easier and safer, can rely his skilled and reliable 
service for years longer than could otherwise expected. 
making the work easier can improve his materials 
handling, waste less his time hard labor look- 
ing for skid lost the floor. 
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The same reasoning applies unskilled labor. These 
helpers quit for two reasons: They think they are insuffi- 
ciently paid, the work too hard. 


cannot anything about the first reason, economics 
control that, but can make the work easier for them and 
thus count longer their experience with work the 
plant.” 

this end this survey emphasized the areas which the 
greatest improvements have been realized cutter operation. 


From plant plant the enthusiasm for these improvements 
varied. 


For instance, automatic spacers have found definite favor. 
While many consider them only applicable label work, 
binderies that have this device use them also for other pur- 
poses. one case they figured that they have more than 
eight cuts out sheet certainly pays set and use 
the spacer. Another judged the minimum number cuts 
five order make use the spacer pay off. Both, 
however, agreed that the automatic spacing did save them 
considerable amount time cutting jobs that come into 
the shop regularly. keeping their spacer bar set-up, and 
having extra bars, necessary, they are always ready 
work the regular jobs with the utmost economy time. 
Delving further into time-saving possibilities with spacers, 
another bindery estimated skid 9,000 sheets then 
work, requiring five cuts, they would have saved fifteen min- 
utes using the automatic spacer doing the whole job. 


However, would have taken some time set the 


spacer, too. Another binder estimated the spacer saved him 
25% daily cutting time. Those that had spacers 
were unanimous their praise its accuracy. Some old- 
timers, however, figured that matter how many cuts, they 
could work fast and expertly and they did not use their 
spacer mechanism often.

When 
the front cover dropped locking 
post the binder automatically closes 
tight. 

Loose Leaf Metals Co.: Will soon 
offer the trade rivet type ring 
economy metal with opening and 
closing boosters. Heretofore only first 
grade metals had this opening and clos- 
ing feature. The company will also in- 
troduce newly-designed base (some- 
times called back plate) with built-in 
label holder which, when bound, will 
flush with the back the cover, 
thereby preventing scratching the 
desk. Extra back binding strip will not 
necessary with this new back plate.

COST SYSTEM when smoothly will furnish the 
pamphlet binder with valuable information which vital 
the successful operation his plant. few the more 
important items which the binder receives from his cost 
system are: machine hour rates, costs for producing jobs, 
non-chargeable time, depreciation machinery, 
overtime statements, production time, and information which 
will help govern decisions purchase new equipment. 
short, the cost system the right hand management, de- 
signed answer the many important problems which con- 
front the binder his daily business transactions. 

Frequently the owner small bindery will say that 
cost system not practical for his firm because would in- 
volve hiring girl record the information and this would 
too expensive. large extent this statement true. 
Such record keeping would require the time girl and yet 
would not require full day’s work. What then the 
answer for the small binder who confronted with the prob- 
lem securing this but who finds too expensive for his 
small business? 


SIMPLIFIED SYSTEM 


Let study the form, Fig. this page. You will note 
that the form divided into columns headed up, Operation, 
Time Started, Time Completed, Operator’s Initials, Machine 
Hour Rate, and Cost. 

When the job comes into the shop, given number 
which placed the space provided the form. the 
job goes through the various phases production the form 
goes with it. Each employee concerned the production 
the job records the time started the job and the time 
when finished. When several operations are taking place 
the same time the same job, duplicate tickets with the 
same job number recorded each are given out those 
operations involved. the end the day when the tickets 
are handed in, the owner records the hour rate (that is, the 
chargeable rate), multiplies the number hours worked 
each operation, get the cost the operation. tabula- 
tion the cost each operation will give the owner the cost 
the job. 

Admittedly, this simplified form cost system will not 
provide the owner with all the information the more elabo- 
rate cost system which designed for larger plants, but 
does provide the small plant owner with knowledge his 
production costs without undue expense and simple 
manner. 

The large plant could not, however, make use system 
such this. His operation large that personal super- 
vision not possible. Therefore, must have more elabo- 
rate system which will provide him with information that 
will enable him establish closer control over his various 
plant operations.

ESTIMATING 


Estimating basically very simple operation composed 
two elemenis; machine hour rate and production rate. The 
product these two will give the binder the cost the job. 
These two elements are computed from the cust system 
operated the binder’s firm. 

The system estimating which exists the industry 
risky one best. The binder receives call from his cus- 
tomer and after writing down the specifications given over 
the phone, proceeds estimate the job after asking his cus- 
tomer wait. This unfortunate custom which dates 
back the early days the trade pamphlet binding indus- 
try. understandable that man who estimating 
sixteen page thirty-two page pamphlet several times 
day over period years feels qualified conduct his esti- 
mating this manner. know from experience however, 
that job the same. There are many variances that can 
easily cause the estimator astray. Such items weight

and type paper, hand labor, packing and shipping are 
variables which test the estimator under the most ideal con- 
ditions. These items, along with the heavy responsibility 
the job, are themselves sufficient reasons cause the 
bindery estimator more time the estimate. Add- 
ing this the heavy pressure customer waiting the 
phone while the binder figures his work not conducive 
accurate estimating. 

Each bindery develops its own system estimating but 
imperative that all these varied systems include 
estimating form which consistent with all the operations 
the individual plant. There are many important reasons 
for the use the estimate form. provides the binder with 
systematic’ method recording the necessary operations 
required the job. provides space for the estimating 
the job neat and orderly manner and means readily 
and easily filing information for future reference, and pro- 
vides system which easily checked for error calcula-

services the firm but the basic elements the form remain 
stable. 


The most important thing for the binder remember and 
practice his every day business dealings learn 
call his customer back. There has never been bindery esti- 
mate that could not wait until the binder figured carefully 
his desk free customer pressure the other end the 
phone. 


The estimating form provides the binder with all the neces- 
sary information for the production the job. However, the 
binder must one step further submitting writing 
his understanding the customer the specifications 
the job. The form meets these requirements also. 


There have been many costly misunderstandings between 
the printer and the binder concerning the concept the job. 
The binder must protect from these errors the 
greatest extent possible and this accomplished the use 
bindery quotation form shown Fig. II. 


This form simply and designed place 
record with the customer the binder’s understanding 
specific job. contains the specifications the job, the date 
the estimate and the bindery’s selling price. Acceptance 
the specifications outlined the customer 
edgement common understanding the specifications. 


The price policies all industries are subject certain 
customs which have been long established common use. 
These policies are called trade customs. The binding industry 
exception this rule.

Were too busy think; 


NSTEAD giving you conventional 
facts and figures paper cutting costs 
that into one ear and out the 
other; think few incidents the 
history hypothetical bindery would 
better illustrate how much paper cut- 
ting can add when not fig- 
ured the job, not figured properly! 


The main character this story 
Joe (“Speedy”) Schneider. Joe was 
paper cutter for twenty years the 
Tiffany Bindery. was one the 
fastest and best cutters the business. 
worked his way head cutter 
the hard way. There was job too 
tackle and was twice 
fast the other men his department. 

With his overtime, bonus holiday pay, 
vacation pay and other benefits—with 
all these earned fine income. Joe 
could never figure why time sheets 
were necessary, was working hard 
and producing his share work. 
could never figure out how his foreman, 
John Smart, always knew when and 
the other cutters were about finish 
the job and had another one waiting for 
them. never stopped push loads 
pile skids because John had the floor 
boys trained handle them, Joe 
never had call for extra help. During 
the years Joe managed save 
$5,000 from his salary; then his aunt 
died last year and left him $5,000 more.

This was thrown 
for nothing! was there and after 
all was being paid whether 
worked did not produce. “So why 
charge for time?”, would say 
himself, “and the way, figure 
cutting may lose the job, and can’t 
afford that. and have responsibil- 
ities now—we have many obligations 
meet—the rent must paid the first 
each month—the employees 
work for nothing, they must paid 
their full salary every week; but 
smart, our help wasting 
time filling out those 
sheets.” 

Joe’s prices were constantly 
50% less than his esti- 
mates. The printers, seeing this, tipped 
off their friends about this new live one 
new gold mine lined with dia- 
monds! Joe became busy that 
couldn’t check his produc- 
tion which was less than his. The cut- 
ter started work overtime because 
Bindery couldn’t meet their 
schedules requirements time went 
on. Joe was much too tired cut 
the evening after spending hectic day 
the telephone, estimating jobs and 
quoting delivery his ever-growing 
new following. and decided 
hire another paper cutter operate the 
40” machine. The same story began all 
over again. 


Cutter maintenance 

When working cutter, Joe oiled and 
greased his machine each morning, but 
now did not have time properly 
train the two cutters this important 
fact started his 
office work A.M. and was much too 
busy starting time check them. 
Many the moving parts were not 
properly lubricated. Within one month, 
the clutch the big machine went, the 
armature the second machine was 
gone, and both machines needed twe 
new sets knives! 

Joe tried repair both machines 
himself while the cutters swept the floor, 
and stood around. Finally, gave 
disgust and decided call the 
repairman and the electrician. Poor 
Joe was for bad news. The clutch 
was certainly gone. had number 


Based vpon a talk before the Binders Group, N. Y. 
Employing Printers Assn. 
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bearings that were lubricated 
properly and consequently had worn 
out; this, the larger gear 
was cracked. would take week 
make repairs and would cost the firm 
$750.00. The electrician said the mo- 
tor was good the second machine 
and would cost $125.00 for rebuilt 
motor. 

make matters worse, the grinder 
said knives went 15% last month. 
Joe couldn’t figure out why needed 
knives soon. had just bought two 
new sets few months back. had 
been too busy check the two cut- 
ters and did not realize had failed 
instruct the cutters his policy con- 
cerning the changing knives and 
they were doing only twice day. 


Well, Joe and sat down and did 
some much needed figuring. They would 
simply have ahead with the re- 
pairs and expenses—they would farm 
out whatever cutting they had Trin- 
ity Bindery had meet its 
schedules. They couldn’t lay off their 
cutters they used them for floor and 
messenger work. the meantime the 
work was piling in. 

Several customers were getting some 
very big jobs which Joe figured with 
extra sharp pencil very small 
piece paper. 

This month, the printer down the 
street was going print one million 
had for the next month order the 
house for books, 24pp., size 


The lithographer across the street 
was talking about 6,000,000 with 
different imprints, cut and 
shipped later the month.. 


Get all the data! 


Joe really went town with that pen- 
cil. none these jobs did ask 
about sheet size, stock, imprints, etc. 
just gave price $2.00 per for 
the 16pp., $4.50 per the 24pp. and 
$0.10 per the cutting—WHAT 
MAN!!! 

When the first job came Joe found 
that the sheet had cut half. 
was 100 lb. coated stock and the 
line-up had just so. could only 
cut 150 sheets time otherwise 
would draw and thereby throw off the 
line-up the folding. called his 
customer and said hadn’t figured 
such heavy stock that would 
have cut the sheets half. make 
matters worse, they were imprinted, 
with 200 different lots. Joe was ready 


out his mind. The customer, 
being “nice fellow,” showed Joe his 
written confirmation scrap pa- 
per with his signature thereon for 
$2.00 per But he, this “nice fel- 
low,” would gladly give Joe addi- 
tional $0.10 per for keeping the im- 
prints separate. 


Joe quickly figured could not let 
the job go. meant $2100.00 and 
was almost week’s work. ac- 
cepted it. the meantime, the cutter 
complained the stock was too heavy 
handle and the imprints were confus- 
ing. Poor Joe! What should 
now? The paper work was running him 
ragged. couldn’t handle any more 
cutting himself, hired helper. 


Next week! Joe only knew what 
was store for him would have 
taken good long vacation. The cus- 
tomer who promised him the 24pp. book 
was too busy handle his own 
presses, farmed the work out 
trade house, who printed the job 

When the job was delivered, Joe had 
skids the street, the hall, and 
his floor, and didn’t have cutter 
large enough the job! phoned 
his old boss and got price for cutting 
250,000 sheets—a “special price” for 
Joe—$2.00 per sheeis and $8.00 per 
skid trucked both ways—a total 
$700.00 for cutting and handling this 
job. 

Poor Old Joe! Here had figured 
bang-up month and already had 
pay $875.00 out the firm’s pocket. 
When things weren’t good during the 
early part the month, Joe went his 
customer, personally this time, see 
what could done. The customer re- 
minded him was estimated job and 
said would have stick his price. 
Joe turned every color the rainbow 
and begged and pleaded for more 
money. His customer finally agreed 
pay him additional $125.00—but 
$125.00 did not resemble $875 $700. 


Joe got back, said John 
Smart from Trinity Bindery called. 
John said they would have make two 
additional cuts both sides the 
sheet they would have establish 
new guide before could fold. This 
would cost another $250.00. When 
finally revived Joe, learned the 
entire story. His only quotable com- 
ment was that John Smart wasn’t 
bad and still knew his business!

are the printing business, 
publishing newspapers and also 
considerable amount book printing. 
Most our runs are small, being for 500, 
1000, high 3000 books. 

our own paper binding, i.e. saddle 
and side stitching, with paper covers 
stitched glued on.

hard bound books for which not have 
any facilities.

About twenty Staubli sewing ma- 
chines were imported from Switzerland 
the United States for use Kingsport 
Press. Since Kingsport started the early 
twenties that would make the machines 
least thirty years old. 


Robertson Bros., machinery deal- 
ers, said that some these machines passed 
through their shop ten years ago, when 
Kingsport sold them. They were rebuilt 
with parts from unusable models and put 
the used machinery market. Robertson 
has not seen them since, nor has the firm 
any parts available. 


Another dealer reported also that 
parts for this machine are available and 
that probably nobody could fix them since 
these machines were only adapted book 
work and were not built for book sewing 
such. 


Zwicker-Graf, Tenafly, J., importers 
Swiss Martini book sewing machines, 
declared that other book sewing ma- 
chines are made Switzerland.

The older worker with 
his skill and judgement valuable 
asset remains good health. 
more loyal, has better-attendance 
record, fewer accidents, and has less 
spoilage. 


Results poor sight 


Maintaining good health becomes more 
with declining years, reaction 
time delayed, physical motion 
slowed and there less ability 
withstand fatigue. 

Defective vision causes eye fatigue 
and other ailments such nervousness, 
digestive disorders, dizziness, and head- 
aches which contribute physical fa- 
tigue.

With individual records sight 
screening program file would 
have some protection against compen- 
sation claims for loss vision, blind- 
ness.

Dangerous precedent 


Suppose the man suffered severe 
injury the bad eye, award for to- 
tal loss eye would quite pos- 
sible. Or, let assume was subse- 
quently blinded the good eye, set- 
tlement must made for total loss 
man, not eye, unless there spe- 
cial second injury fund waiver 
clause provided for your own state’s 
compensation laws. would well 
for each employer look into this mat- 
ter. New York state have such 
clause our Workmen’s Compensation 
Law. visual acuity test prime 
importance and should part all 
pre-employment examinations. 

Let now see how worker’s sight, 
skill, comfort and morale are 
affected the use color industry. 
Color conditioning scientific plan 
for painting entire industrial plants 
increase production raising operat- 
ing efficiency, improve quality, re- 
duce spoilage and accidents. 

Color not only has 
effect the worker’s eyes and body, 
also has psychological effect his 
mind. One color can give man feel- 
ing lift, another can make him 
blue depressed, such the effect 
bright sunny day and gloomy 
rainy day when his plans are affected 
the weather. 

the use proper color combina- 
tions walls, ceilings, and machinery, 
can reduce eye strain—make 
man’s work surroundings 
ant and cheerful and thus create de- 
sire come work instead at- 
titude indifference. 

Since paint our plants, why 
not use colors that are recommended 
color experts? The paint doesn’t 
cost anymore. should try get 
away from black and other unattractive 
colors that create dismal surroundings. 
With the use proper color get 
more value out our illumination and 
reduce glare which gives relief the 
eyes. old plant scientifically painted 
can made look brand new and 
bring about complete change the 
employees’ morale.

can best defined unwanted 
sound. Where have power driven 
machinery are bound have noise. 
one the graphic arts industry 
needs told that the roar and rum- 
ble printing presses and the impact 
duce very great volume sound. 

Are aware the ill effect this 
noise has the workman’s hearing 
and his health general? How much 
noise can stand before produces 
That depends the in- 
dividual. Loud noises are not the only 
ones that are disagreeable. How many 
times have been annoyed the 
honking automobile horn when 
the driver too lazy and inconsiderate 
the neighbors and ring the 
bell? Dripping water, constant barking, 
the screech file, other high 
pitched sound puts our teeth edge. 

The average industrial plant has 
noises that are just irritating the 
worker the ones just mentioned. 
This noise creates discomfort, lowers 
his mental and physical faculties and 
has definite bearing the man 
producer. 

How can best reduce the noise 
level our own Industry? 

the source, installing re- 
silient mountings under our ma- 
chines. These cushions can 
made rubber, cork, felt 
springs and will dampen vibra- 
tion. 

Use sound absorption mater- 
ials walls and ceilings. 

Accoustical baffles partitions 
could also used some places. 


Wider spacing machines re- 
duce concentration noise 
small area. 

having machines repaired 
overhauled before they are worn. 

When heavy machines are set the 
floor bolted down without any mount- 
ings, the floor acts sounding board 
causing the sound transmitted 
through the walls and floors the 
building. This heavy vibration adds 
causing breaks and cracks the walls 
and floors. And frequently, pipes break, 
while electrical fixtures have been 
known fall and injure people. ma- 
chine that properly mounted will run 
much more quietly and will require 
less maintenance due the reduction 
vibration and shock. will have 
fewer costly breakdowns 
tion losses. 

The automobile manufacturers have 
made great strides the field noise 
and vibration control. Today’s modern 
car whizzes along high rates speed 
quietly, smoothly, and comfortably 
which gives great sense security 
and safety the driver and passengers. 
would impossible have engines 
over 200 horsepower some our 
cars were not for advanced en- 
gineering, better balance and vibration 
control. Compare our present cars with 
those few years ago and you can 
readily appreciate the progress the 
control noise and vibration. 

You might ask: what considered 
too much noise? The simplest answer 
without going into lot technical 
detail would say when neces- 
sary for workmen talk very loudly 
shout order hear each other. 
Supervisors’ instructions can easily 
misunderstood noisy surroundings 
causing delays and accidents. 

Statistics show that there much 
greater efficiency the quieter offices 
and industrial plants. There today 
more need for quieter world, which 
the reason for more offices 
tories being soundproofed for the pro- 
tection and comfort the worker. 
must also recognize the need for quiet- 
work surroundings reduce the 
number compensation claims for 
hearing loss and deafness. 

Now sum all that have 
said here today what does add to? 
The value better sight, use color 
and noise control means only that their 
purpose supply bright, cheer- 
quiet and friendly place work 
where visibility its best, efficiency 
high, morale excellent, safety records 
improved and where satisfied, interest- 
employees produce more work and 
increase plant profits.

RESTORED EUROPEAN PLANTS IMPRESS BINDER

REPORTS circulated re- 
cently two years ago which pro- 
pounded the lack enthusiasm for 
new methods and the lack money for 
new machines Europe, appears 
France, Germany, and 
these foreign binderies have not only 
recovered from the effects war, but 
have also substituted progressive, 
cient production meihods place 
traditional methods. They -have kept 
only the tradition for quality work. 

have always wondered, for instance, 
how they could fold accurately. 
Brodard Taupin, France’s largest 
bindery, found out how! Their fold- 
ers are mostly German hand-fed mod- 
els. Those used special work are 
all equipped with electric eye devices 
which insure accurate register feed- 
ing sheets. 

Brodard Taupin operate two plants, 
edition plant Paris employing 
700 and pamphlet division the sub- 
urbs with 300 workers. 

was amazed find the edition bind- 
ery well equipped. sews Swiss 
Martinis, German Brehmers, and Smyth 
No. and 12s. 

They gather three large Sheridan 
gatherers with pockets more. 
They have several Smyth No. and No. 
casemakers. The end-paper pasting 
equipment German except for the 
American Simplex used long runs. 

They bundle their folded signatures 
with strong, flat straps instead ropes 
and fasten the straps with self-locking 
metal buckles. This method assures 
better-preserved bundles. Their casing- 
done Prakmas, German book- 
pasting machine which consists two 
paste rollers which apply cold poly- 
vinyl paste endsheets. good for 
all sized books. 


Cold polyvinyl adhesives 


Engel, large bindery specializing 
luxe work, located the Paris 
suburbs. They assist the large amount 
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handwork with the use many gadg- 
eis. They excellent job. 

Their gathering done Italian 
Brevetti which does not seem very 
cient. Their casing-in done Ger- 
man Brehmers and Prakmas. They use 
German-made cold polyvinyl glue ex- 
clusively. found very and 
flexible. 

Their rounding and backing done 
two-up Crawley-type machine man- 
ufactured Kolbus Germany. (This 
the same manufacturer who has also 
sold lot casemaking machines simi- 
lar Smyth’s.) Engel operates the 
“Crawley” with man and one girl 
and gets production 1400 books 
per hour. 

While Germany seems able 
export lot machines, they not 
seem have enough left over put 
their own plants. However, they seem 
all right without them the 
two plants saw Stuttgart are any 
criterion. Their work both efficient 
and good. 

Their folding little different 
from ours. They use what looks 
like Camco, the British Dexter folder 
which takes large sheet, folds once 
right angle and parallels there- 
after, deliver four 32s. 


Too many machines? 


The surprising degree mechaniza- 
tion England was even more pro- 
nounced than France. Sometimes 
seemed more machines than 
could possibly used. And many 
instances the large production machines 
not get much work smaller 
machines which are more suited for the 
smaller editions put out Europe. 

England visited two big plants: 
James Burn Co. Ltd., London, and 
Parnell Sons’ huge factory which 
makes everything from paper the 
finished book and many other paper 
converted items boot. They can 
boast that everything they use mak- 
ing book even the boxes for

SPOTLIGHTS BINDERY DANGER ZONES 


BINDERY may the tail end 
the production line, but should 
lead the parade safety practices, 
obvious from survey the recent- 
published Safety Manual for the 
Graphic Arts Industry, published 
conjunction with the National Safety 
Council’s Printing Publishing Sec- 
tion and the Education Council the 
Graphic Arts Council.

covered book devoted accident pre- 
vention techniques which apply strictly 
the bindery. these must added 
the potentialities accidents deriving 
from causes that are common all oc- 
cupations, such cuts, bruises, falls, 
and sprains and strains, that the ac- 
cident possibilities this sector the 
industry are little staggering. 

Nevertheless, the book points out, 
considerable work has been done re- 
duce this potentiality, and Miss Lillian 
Stemp, author the volume, B&BP’s 
Chicago editor, and frequent contrib- 
utor, succinctly points out the many 
things that can done eliminate ac- 
cidents and their sources.

Advice operators 

The manual also contains specific safe- 
advice for operators. Among the 
suggestions offered are for each opera- 
tor report any unusual sounds 
smells arising from his machine 
“freeze-up” often gives warning its 
impending arrival, and the odor 
burning insulation should significant 
anyone. 

Operators are cautioned keep the 
working parts the machine and the 
area surrounding it, free from obstruc- 
tions, tools, etc.; which might fall into 
the machine, tripped over, and oth- 
erwise impede production risk acci- 
dent. 

Whenever the machine left 
untended for more than few seconds, 
the power should shut off that 
one might accidentally start up. 
Knife safety 
particularly important, the man- 
ual points out, follow the recommen- 


dations the papercutter manufacturer 
the routine knife removal. Oper- 
ators should always use bolt handles 
knobs handling, never touching the 
blade. Another factor watch, the 
matter threads the bolts and 
holes: should these become worn 
stripped, definite danger slippage 
has been introduced always po- 
tentially dangerous operation. 

Knives should always kept their 
wooden shields and carefully marked 
their -condition, dull sharp. 
Don’t leave them propped against 
pillar wall, where they may 
tripped over with tragic results. 

Don’t use your hands steel ob- 
ject, warns the manual, attempt 
straighten bowed knife into position 
when installing—use soft stick 
wood. When knife honed, re- 
move from the machine, rather than 
run the risk awkward handling while 
still the machine. 

Suggestions for safety features 
other types bindery machines are in- 
cluded the new manual. For exam- 
ple, bumper the clutch the tum- 
bler trimmer suggested, well 
guard small shield keep the op- 
erator’s fingers out the cutting area. 


Special safety controls 
Similarly, there are suggestions for the 
three-knife cutter which include trans- 
parent barrier guard, air operated 
clamp electric button controls. For 
Brackett continuous trimmers, the man- 
ual urges that management insist that 
the wire barriers which occupy non- 
cutting space, adjusted for each job 
keep fingers from getting into the 
cutting area. Moreover, shelf barrier 
guard can installed the front 
uprights right angles the frame 
thereof also keep hands from enter- 
ing the cutting area.

THE SETTING TEXT 


ARE ENOUGH PROBLEMS inherent 
English language composition, the 
harassed production manager might 
say, without fishing more complicated 


waters. But since the p.m. cannot 
choose his assignments this One- 
World age where Bedouin brushes 
against Brooklynite the halls the 
United Nations, had better learn all 
there known about non-English 
composition the United States. 

How much foreign language compo- 
sition and book manufacture actually 
done quite unknown. There are 
about composition houses 
U.S. which specialize some extent 
foreign language work, moderate 
number book manufacturing plants 
which have the facilities for such work 
the publisher requires it, and un- 
known number foreign language 
book and newspaper publishers whose 
output never seen nor heard 
the industry. 

The general purposes the books 
which require foreign language compo- 
sition may fall into these three classes: 

Complete books non-English 
language, destined either for export 
for use the foreign-born the U.S. 

Textbooks, dictionaries, scientific, 
religious, and similar books 
publishers with large portions the 
text the language being taught 
chosen express certain ideas. 

Brief lines single words 
ordinary U.S. trade books giving the 
spelling name, uncommon word, 
reference some phrase idio- 
matic expression another language 
for the sake reference comparison. 
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Titles published for the foreign born 
are usually handled publishers, com- 
positors, and printers within the lan- 
guage group and such, seldom 
ever come the attention the “pub- 
lishing world” know it. 


Complete Books 


European publishing house 
nel, for example, which escaped from 
the Russian occupied countries East- 
ern Europe, have been able re-estab- 
lish their own houses and lists the 
U.S., supported unassimilated Amer- 
icans who still speak the European 
tongue. The foreign language news- 
papers, with their composing rooms and 
battered presses, supplied the facilities, 
while the actual binding was sent 
American trade binders with gathering, 
sewing, and covering facilities. Three 
Lithuanian publishing houses, for ex- 
ample, published over dozen titles 
each without ever having appeared 
any list publishers, nor having their 
existence suspected book manufac- 
turers. Foreign language publication, 
however, has 
with the quick assimilation into Ameri- 
can life and language the more edu- 
cated refugee. 

The larger national groups have pub- 
lishing houses which are already inter- 
twined with the American market, pub- 
lishing books English, foreign 
books for the language-educated Ameri- 
can. Such languages French, Span- 
ish, Polish, Scandinavian can set 
here with little difficulty for the type 
faces are fairly common many book 
manufacturing plants. The publisher, 


however, must pay penalty for their 
use, which may range from minimum 
20% upward, depending upon the 
skill the manufacturer and his inter- 
est this particular market. The pub- 
lisher, however, has loophole being 
able have the composition and print- 
ing done Europe because the often 
lower costs manufacture, but assum- 
ing the risks doing business trans- 
oceanic range.

Spanish, French, and German have been 
the three basic foreign languages taught 
American schools for such long 
time that book manufacturers seeking 
compete the textbook market have 
long ago acquired the necessary fonts 
type. The greater the usage, the 
greater the variety fonts available 
the textbook publisher the manufac- 
turing plant. Spanish, for example, 
available point sizes from pt.

Book, Caslon Old Face, Century Bold, 


Futura, Garamond, Granjon, 


Modern, Textype, Vogue, and many 
others. 

addition language textbooks 
that require extensive selections the 
foreign language, there are many scien- 
tific and technical books requiring Ger- 
man extracts, medical books requiring 


Latin, and religious books, Hebrew. 

Considering the penalty that must 
paid for foreign composition few sim- 
ple methods keeping costs mini- 
mum are employed. The foreign text 
matter can extracted typed 
separately and two manuscripts thus 
formed order avoid wastage 
time searching for the next line 
set. Special care must taken 
typing drawing the foreign material 
for, considering the unfamiliarity all 
concerned with the language, errors can 
frequent. Collation usually done 
galley form before page makeup. 

Most plants charge flat time rate 
for setting foreign material, while few 
others are satisfied with penalty ex- 
pressed percentage form. few sim- 
ple methods keeping costs mini- 
mum are therefore essential.

Significantly there does 
not seem any successful experi- 
ment the production die that 
does not require the use stamping 
press. 

Zinc and copper: Since etched zinc 
and copper line cuts are used every 
day print type and illustration 
paper, their possibilities for book cover 
printing stamping have been well ex- 
plored. When zinc and copper are or- 
dered dies for book cover work, they 
are usually specified made 
extra heavy metal, and etched 
more deeply than usual. The deeper 
etch would necessary because the 
depth and resilience the cloth; the 
heavier gauge metal would needed 
withstand the heat and pressure 
the stamping operation. 

While zinc hard metal un- 
fortunately brittle and not very durable, 
making its use long-run stamping 
jobs impractical. Should there 
hardened lump paste, some heavy 
substance the binders board, zinc 
line cut could cracked under pres- 
sure and strain, whereas brass die 
would flatten the obstruction. 

view its brittleness, then, zinc 
could used only for very short runs 
and very smooth surfaces where 
can moderately good job ink 
stamping. Some plants have successful- 
used for foil stamping, but this 
not usually accepted practicable. 

The same holds true for deeply- 
etched line cuts heavy copper.

The best general rule for the prepara- 
tion copy and artwork for brass dies 
prepare black and white drawings 
and type just one would for photo- 
engraver making line-cuts. two 
one, three one proportion for 
reduction best.

Different Cover Materials 


The many new cover stocks developed 
the past few years caused many 
stamping difficulties the bindery un- 
til the materials used were standardized. 
the present time there very little 
trouble stamping any stock or- 
dered book publisher today for 
the leatherettes, the starch-filled and 
the pyroxilyn coated materials are uni- 
form quality and finish. 


With the appearance the vinyl 
cover materials some the same prob- 
lems the past returned for there was 
difficulty getting uniform adhesion 
the foil the cover. The problems 
vinyl coated fabrics reference 
adhesion are gradually being eliminated 
the cooperation the cover material 
mills and the leaf manufacturers. 


Cover foils with plasticized base seem 
seem produce very good results 
vinyl coated stocks. 

When faced with any problems 
getting the best gold adherence the 
cover material selected 
lisher, number binderies save time 
and trouble submitting samples 
their cover stock the leaf manufac- 
turer for recommendations. The gold

COLOR OVERPRINTING—NEW TECHNIQUES 


COLOR OVERPRINTING was the 
managing editor Winston’s 
trade department the January 
meeting the Philadelphia Book 
Clinic, held Gimbel’s William Penn 


Room. 


The speaker said that was quite 
excited about the possibilities color 
overprinting and that none those who 
were using yet knew how far the 
principle could go. made the point 
that one his primary objectives was 
impress upon people that there 
little difference between the printer and 
the artist today. “Old masters,” men- 
tioned, were merely those who con- 
ceived the ideas for masterpieces, but 
were aided producing them groups 
their apprentices, under their direc 
tion. 

Over 90% all art done today 
printed, said Cooke. said that 
one had come yet with the idea that 
the work art not the original art, 
but the printed piece made from it. 
limitations; 
pieces can seen millions. 
artists were trained along these lines, 
they might come with something 
new. 

There basic difference, Cooke 
stated, between the step from the ar- 
tist’s mind the sketch, and from the 
sketch the printed piece. The print- 
ing press can artist’s tool. The 
manner which accomplishes his 
art controls the other steps come. 
find the basic elements printing 
and follow them could mean new 
American art. First, the artist must 
recognize the fact that press can 
make only one impression time.

First they write her suggest 
that she need not bother with the de- 
tails concerning the illustrations—they 
will take care them. she allows 
it, margins change, there not the 
same feeling for space that she has, etc. 
trusted with the illustrations, she does 
not mind for they usually know what 
they are doing, but rarely, she insisted, 
does some one the editorial staff 
have the same feeling about illustra- 
tions that she has. 

The kind books that Blanksten 
writes offer problems this respect 
him. writes the book, turns 
the manuscript and expects the pub- 
lisher the rest. 

Kohn appreciates what designer
